No new major spending, 
cuts as Tories deliver plan 


to chop down 

Say goodbye to Canada’s 
big-spending glory days. 

After a controversial two- 
month parliamentaiy shut¬ 
down to “recalibrate” its 
agenda, the Conservative 
government laid out an aus¬ 
terity plan for the country 
in yesterday’s throne 
speech in a bid to chop the 
record $ 56-billion deficit. 

The government said it 
will restore the country’s 
“fiscal balance” by restrain¬ 
ing spending, starting with 
a proposed symbolic freeze 
on lofty MP salaries. 

Despite the recalibration, 
there are no major new ini¬ 
tiatives and no plans for 
huge spending cuts — and 
none of the big spending of 
past budgets. 

As expected, the Tories 
confirmed that the last $19 
billion from the big-money, 
recession-fighting stimulus 
fund will be doled out next 
fiscal year, and then the 
taps are off for good. 

The government is replac¬ 
ing cash-heavy programs 
with other measures, such 
as: Loosening foreign in¬ 
vestment rules, cutting en¬ 
vironmental red tape, and 
increasing the child-support 
payment for single-parent 
families. Liberal Leader 
Michael Ignatieff called the 
speech “regurgitation” 
rather than recalibration. 

“They shut down Parlia¬ 
ment for this?” he asked. “Is 
this the result of proroga¬ 
tion? There is no vision for 
the future of our countiy.

Warnings 

• Many economists have 
warned that the govern¬ 
ment must raise taxes or cut 
spending to balance the 
budget. But the govern¬ 
ment has rejected that, say¬ 
ing it can balance the books 
by limiting spending as eco¬ 
nomic growth improves. 

It’s just a collection of old 
announcements.” 

He said the lack of new di¬ 
rection is a sign of “a tired 
government.” 

Immediately after the 
throne speech, Ignatieff 
proposed a motion to estab¬ 
lish a special committee to 
“advise the House on the 
circumstances in which it is 
appropriate for the prime 
minister to request that Par¬ 
liament be prorogued.” 

NDP Leader Jack Layton 
said the speech falls short in 
several areas, including no 
plan to create jobs or fight 
climate change. 

“They say that the cli¬ 
mate-change issue is the 
most important issue facing 
us but then they don’t out¬ 
line any sort of a plan,” he 
said. “You’d think they 
could have come up with 
something better than

-his just in: Cheat¬ 
ing is dumb. Dr. 
Satoshi Kanazawa, 
an evolutionary 
psychologist of the 
London School of Econom¬ 
ics and Political Science, 
has published a study sug¬ 
gesting that men with high¬ 
er IQs are less likely to 
cheat on their partners. 
(“Or,” posited Gawlcer’s 
Richard Lawson, “are they 
just better at not getting 
caught?”) 

The publication of the pa¬ 
per in Social Psychology 
Quarterly has if nothing 
else provided yet another 
opportunity for less cere¬ 


bral media to publish more 
pictures of Tiger Woods and 
various faithless footballers. 
(As well as glib, scientifical¬ 
ly illiterate columns like 
this one, I suppose.) 

Kanazawa’s theory is that 
primitive man was hard¬ 
wired for promiscuity, and 
monogamy is a more recent 
invention, an “evolutionary 
novel” behaviour that re¬ 
quires a little more head- 
horsepower to achieve. 

He also found liberals 
and atheists tended to have 
higher IQs than conserva¬ 
tives and believers, again 
reaching for the explana¬ 
tion of evolutionary novel¬ 
ty. Is it any wonder reli¬ 
gious conservatives are the 
least likely to believe in 
evolution? What’s in it for 
them? 

Smart women, mean¬ 
while, were found no less 
apt to get some on the side 
than those with lower IQs. 
Evolution is tricky stuff, eh? 


With all due respect to 
the good doctor, there may 
be a bit of confusion of 
cause and effect going on 
here. Maybe cheating 
makes you stupid. The likes 
of Eliot Spitzer and Bill 
Clinton, initially considered 
pretty sharp, ended up 
looking distinctly dumb 
once their reckless hom- 
doggeiy was exposed. 

And maybe we’re reading 
too much into Kanazawa’s 
findings that “more intelli¬ 
gent men are more likely to 
value monogamy and sexu¬ 
al exclusivity than less in¬ 
telligent men,” which is 
hardly a predictor of behav¬ 
iour. Most cheaters will ac¬ 
knowledge that it’s wrong, 
but they do it anyway. 

I note another recent 
study, this one from re¬ 
searchers at the Geneva 
School of Business, that 
suggests women wanting 
happier marriages should 
seek out husbands less in¬ 


telligent than themselves. 
Fine advice if you don’t 
mind living with a dolt who 
would, according to 
Kanazawa, be more prone 
to adulteiy. 

All of which maybe goes 
to show that science, while 
a nifty pursuit for eggheads 
whose presumed penchant 
for monogamy leaves them 
with time on their hands, is 
a crude tool for mapping 
the complexities of the rela¬ 
tionship you actually live 
in. 

Where does this leave us? 
Why are you asking me? If 
you’re dumb enough to 
sleep around, and experi¬ 
ence teaches that many of 
us are, I’d suggest you’ll 
need a smarter plan than 
blaming either your modest 
IQ or millions of years of 
evolution when you get 
caught.

While the focus of the sex 
abuse scandal in the 
Catholic church centred on 
the U.S. for several years, 
abuse scandals have in re¬ 
cent years erupted in other 
countries as well, including 
Canada, Ireland, the Philip¬ 
pines, Poland, Mexico, Italy 
and elsewhere. 

More than one month af¬ 
ter the first victims came 
forward in Berlin, new reve¬ 
lations of child abuse by 
Catholic priests are surfac¬ 
ing on an almost daily basis. 

“This is just the tip of the 
iceberg,” the Rev. Klaus 
Mertes, the director of Cani- 
sius Kolleg said last month.

Military 
gets aid 
first in Chile 

earthquake Four days after 
a deadly earthquake, 

Chile’s military finally 
launched a massive human¬ 
itarian aid effort yesterday 
that promised to improve 
an image long associated 
with dictatorship-era 
repression. 

Its first delivery went to a 
neighbourhood of military 
families who already had 
food. After days of looting, 
rifle-toting army troops oc¬ 
cupied nearly every block 
of hard-hit Concepcion, en¬ 
forcing a curfew that 
expired at noon with 
checkpoints throughout 
the city. With the streets 
more secure, they focused 
on aid. 

“This entire block 
belongs to the army,” said 
Yanira Cifuentes, 31, the 
very first to get aid. She 
said her husband is an offi¬ 
cer. Military officers who 
refused to give their names 
insisted their families were 
suffering, too, and that 
many soldiers have been 
working around the clock 
since the quake not know¬ 
ing how their loved ones

Obama makes final 
push for health care

U.S. President Barack 
Obama yesterday made 
what is expected to be his 
final push to overhaul the 
American health-care sys¬ 
tem, revising his plans in 
an attempt to win the 
support of moderate De¬ 
mocrats. 

Obama’s latest proposal 
included some ideas 
favoured by Republicans, 
though he has little hope 
of winning over even a sin¬ 
gle Republican lawmaker. 
Republicans have called on 
him to discard his propos¬ 
als and start working with 
them on a new one. 

But the White House 
hopes that by including el¬ 
ements of Republican 
plans, Obama can win over 
Democratic lawmakers 
from conservative districts 
whose re-election hopes in 
November could be jeop¬ 
ardized by voting for the 
bill. If he can generate 
stronger Democratic sup¬ 
port, he can manoeuver to 
bypass Republican objec¬ 
tions. 

“I don’t see how another 


year of negotiations would 
help. Moreover, the insur¬ 
ance companies aren’t 
starting over,” Obama said, 
rejecting Republican calls 
to begin anew. 

The president endorsed a 
plan by Democrats to try 
and enact the legislation by 
majority vote — using a 
Senate procedure that 
would deny Republicans 
the right to procedural de¬ 
lays. 

Obama’s appeal came 
several days after he con¬ 
vened a televised biparti¬ 
san summit with lawmak¬ 
ers, then released a revised 
plan that he said incorpo¬ 
rated several Republican 
suggestions. 

At its core, Obama’s pro¬ 
posal would extend health 
care to tens of millions of 
uninsured Americans, 
while cracking down on in¬ 


surance company practices 
such as denying coverage 
on the basis of a pre-exist¬ 
ing medical condition. The 
United States is the only 
major industrialized coun¬ 
try without universal 
health care. 

Obama and congression¬ 
al Democrats are working 
to mount a party-line res¬ 
cue mission for the health¬ 
care legislation that ap¬ 
peared on the cusp of pas¬ 
sage late last year, only to 
be derailed when Republi¬ 
cans won a Massachusetts 
Senate seat that gave them 
the ability to stop it. 

Democrats still hold a 
majority in the 100-seat 
Senate, but they are one 
seat shy of the 60 needed to 
stop Republican filibusters, 
delaying tactics meant to 
stall legislation.

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China to launch 'Heavenly 
Palace’ into outer space 


Beijing China’s space pro¬ 
gram will launch an un¬ 
manned experimental 
module next year, the first 
component of its perma¬ 
nent space station, state 
media reported yesterday. 

Before the completion of 
the station, the 8.5-ton 
module named Tiangong 1, 
or “Heavenly Palace,” will 
be used for docking prac¬ 
tice by China’s Shenzhou 
space craft, Qi Faren, the 
program’s veteran chief de¬ 
signer, was quoted as say¬ 
ing by the Xinhua News 
Agency. The unmanned 
Shenzhou 8 mission is ex¬ 
pected to dock about two 
years after Tiangong’s 
launch, followed by 
manned Shenzhou 9 and 
10 flights. 

Xinhua quoted Liang Xi-

aohong, head of the China

A permanent orbiting 
space station is a compo¬ 
nent of China’s space ambi¬ 
tions, although no target 
completion date has been 


given. The space program’s 
strong connection to Chi¬

— including on the newly- 
completed International 
Space Station. 

Other Chinese plans in¬ 
clude launching a second 
lunar probe in October in 
preparation for an un¬ 
manned moon landing by 
the end of 2012.

NEW YORK A United Nations 
employee whose sexual 
harassment claims led to the 
resignation of the UN's refugee 
chief cannot sue in U.S. courts, 
a federal appeals court ruled 
Tuesday.

Business 
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Bankruptcies rose 
25 per cent in 2009 


The number of Canadians 
who filed for bankruptcy 
was up by more than a 
quarter last year, but both 
business and personal 
bankruptcies fell for the 
third straight month in De¬ 
cember. 

Overall, bankruptcies 
were up by 25.9 per cent, 
and consumer bankrupt¬ 
cies rose by 28.4 per cent 
from the last month of 
2008, when Canada and 
most other developed 
countries were in the 
midst of a major global re¬ 
cession. 

December also showed 
improvements from the 
preceding months of 2009, 
although the Office of the 
Superintendent of Bank¬ 
ruptcies cautioned that fil- 


Firms fare well 

• In contrast to individuals, 
Canadian firms appear to 
have fared remarkably well 
during the downturn. Busi¬ 
ness bankruptcies fell 7-7 
per cent in December and 
were down 12.1 per cent 
for 2009 as a whole. 

Overall, consumer and 
business bankruptcies rose 
to 121,801 in 2009. 

ings have historically tend¬ 
ed to decrease in the latter 
part of most years. 

Consumer bankruptcies 
dropped 8.7 per cent in De¬ 
cember, following a 3.8 per 
cent decline in November. 

Proposals, an alternative 
to bankruptcy that allows 


for a renegotiation of pay¬ 
ments, also fell by 16.6 per 
cent in December, accord¬ 
ing to statistics compiled 
by the federal superintend¬ 
ent of bankruptcy. 

“The continuation of the 
downward trend in con¬ 
sumer bankruptcy filings 
appears to be an increas¬ 
ingly positive sign that 
Canadian households are 
getting a better grasp on 
their finances,” said Royal 
Bank economist David 
Onyett-Jeffries. 

Onyett-Jeffries explained 
that recent changes to the 
Bankruptcy and Insolvency 
Act encourages consumers 
to restructure debt as an al¬ 
ternative to declaring 
bankruptcy.

Lil Wayne was ready Tues¬ 
day to go to jail but his 
court date went up in 
smoke. 

While the rap star was 
heading to his sentencing 
after pleading guilty in a 
2007 gun case, a fire shut 
down the courthouse and 
postponed the already-de¬ 
layed proceeding. 

Having braced to start 
up to a year behind bars, 
he was unhappy about the 
postponement, said his 
lawyer, Stacey Richman. 

“Once you make up your 
mind to do something, you 
want to do it,” she said. 

The sentencing may be 
rescheduled for later this 
week, though court offi¬ 
cials were still scrambling 
to determine Tuesday af¬ 
ternoon when Manhat¬ 
tan’s main criminal court¬ 
house could reopen after 
the smoky basement 
blaze. It left eight people 
with minor injuries and 
forced about 1,000 to flee 
the building.

Metro Recipe of the Day 




Moroccan 
chickpea stew 

INGREDIENTS: 

15 ml (1 tbsp) olive oil 

1 large onion, chopped 

2 ml (1/2 tsp) ground 
ginger 

2 ml (1/2 tsp) each salt and 
freshly cracked black pep¬ 
per 

1 ml (1/4 tsp) each turmer¬ 
ic, cinnamon and chili 
powder 

1 can (796 ml/28 oz) diced 
tomatoes (undrained) 

500 ml (2 cups) vegetable 
or chicken broth 

2 peeled sweet potatoes, 
cut into chunks 

250 ml (1 cup) long-grain 
white rice 

1 can (540 ml/19 oz) 
chickpeas, rinsed and 
drained 

2 zucchini, sliced 


METHOD: 

1. In a Dutch oven or large 
saucepan, heat oil over 
medium-high heat. Add 
onion, ginger, salt, pepper, 
turmeric, cinnamon and 
chili powder. Cook until 
onion is tender and golden, 
about 10 minutes. Stir in 
tomatoes with their 
juices and broth, scraping 
any bits from the bottom of 
the pan. Add sweet 
potatoes and rice; bring to a 
boil. Reduce heat to 
maintain a simmer, cover 
and cook for 15 minutes. 

2. Stir in chickpeas and zuc¬ 
chini and cook until rice is 
tender and most of the 
liquid has been absorbed, 
about 10 minutes.
